muttered something, which I did not 
understand, but which mymother, who 
sat beside him, afterward told me was, 
The child be was fair, and was like to his 
mother, 


As one drop ofwater resembles 
another. 


As I grew older I was often at the 
Gillman's, where he was a sort of am- 
ateur 
tutor 
to the sons?James 
and 
Henry. 
He used 
to 
improvise 
tbe 
strangest 
doggerel, 
partly 
for their 


amusement, 
partly for their edifica- 
tion. I remember 
one 
set of verses 
beginning with, 


There was a boy called Richard Pblps, 
Who for the want of many whips, etc. 
Ilearned, 
too, when a boy, from a

There 
are 
many 
accounts 
of Col- 


eridge's gigantic powers of monologue. 
The story perhaps 
lea9t known is one 


to the effect that he was dining with 
some 
friends 
near 
London, 
when a 
broken soldier, in old tattered uniform, 
came to the window begging, on which 
Coleridge 
launched 
into a history- 
causes, 
effects, 
everything, of the Pe- 


ninsular war. 
''What 
a pity," said 


one of the party afterward, " that that 
old soldier oame up to tbe window!" 
"Itwould have been all the same," 
said 
the other, 
"if a magpie 
had 
hopped across 
the path," 
It seldom happens 
that those 
who 


are famous in 
monologue are equally 


clever at retort. But Coleridge uttered 
one of the finest things, 
ou a sudden 
provocation, ever said inany language. 
He was 
addressing 
a Bristol 
mob, 


when some of his hearers, 
not liking 


his sentiments, 
hissed. 
He 
paused, 


looked calmly round at them, and then 
enunciating very slowly, saitl: "When 
on the burning 
embers of democracy 


you throw the cold water ofreason, 
no 


wonder 
tiiat they hiss." 
It was of 


course 
better suited 
to an Athenian 


assembly 
than to a Bristol mob?but 
it was a glorious outburst all the same. 


"The old man 
eloquent" 
passed 
away from 
us forty years 
ago; and 


now Maoauly is gone. 
B'ew are 
they 


of the mourners 
beside his open grave 


inWestminster 
Abbey who have not 


been charmed 
by his wonderful 
flow 


of conversation. 
It 
was 
mostly at 


breakfast 
parties 
that he put forth his 


strength. 
For my own part I think 


that a breakfast party is tbe sorriest 
entertainment 
in the 
world. 
Few 


men are up to the mark at ten o'clock 
in the morning. 
I have 
heard 
men 


say that they cannot talk by daylight. 
And ifI had the combined 
powers 
of 


Demosthenes 
and Cicero, I think that 


I should 
be iv the 
same 
condition. 


Moreover, if a man lias anything to 
do?and 
most men have 
something? 


he feels while eating his cutlet aud 
sipping bis coffee that he iskept away 
fropa ids work?and 
that bis business 


will fall into arrears. 
At dinner-time 


he 
feels 
some 
satisfaction 
in 
tin; 


thought that he has 
done the work 


aud is at 
peace 
with all mankind. 


But there are exceptions 
to all rules; 


and some entertainers, 
equally genial 


and experienced, Much as Lord Hough- 
ton and the late SirRobert Inglis, have 
contrived to make their guests forget 
that the labors of the day were before 
them, and make t he cutlets aud coffee 
taate almost like turtle and venison 
and cold punch 
and champagne. 
Of 


course, on these or nearly all of these 
occasions, Macauly was 
the chief, if 


not the sole speaker. 
Sydney Smith's 


well known mot that the 
great 
histo- 


rian, ou a certain occasion, 
had 
tran- 


scended 
himself, for he 
had 
"some 


flashes of silence," represented, 
better 


than anything else could 
have done, 


Macauly's 
general manner of mono- 


logues. 
It must 
be 
confessed 
that 


sometimes 
a little personal 
Variety 


was longed for?that a little more dis- 
cussion 
would 
have 
been 
pleasant. 


But Macauly did not speak to elicit 
the opinion of others 
but, 
to express 


hisOwn. 
Ido Sot, at present, remem- 


ber more than one occasion 
on which 


anything that Macauly said evoked 
even a brief discussion. 
He said tbat 


he had been endeavoring to ascertain 
at what period the word plunder 
Was 


introduced into the English language, 
and whence it came. 
It was not, lie 


said, to be found either in the Bible or 
Shakspeare. 
This led to some general 


talk. 
Ido not think that any of us 


knew tbat 
the importation 
was 
so 


modern?though 
most agreed that the 


originof the word was Dutch. 
I ob- 


served that I thought I had seen it in 
tbe earliest records of the East India 
Company?that 
is iv the letters of the 


skippers 
to 
the 
Court of Directors. 


"Picked 
up, 
doubtless, 
from 
Dutch 


shippers," 
said 
Macauly. 
What 
I 


stated seemed to interest Him greatly, 
and 
he 
asked 
me 
to ascertaiu 
the 


point. I promised 
to do so when I 


bad time; but the 
good time 
never 


came.

tion, and generally there was

tinual flow of talk?now 
like the mur- 


mur, now like the roaring of a river;

endeavoring to obtain appropriations 
for improving

channels 
of our 


rivers, sind asserts 
thst we do not need 


such 
appropriations. 
It seems 
to us 


that our rivers miglit be greatly im- 
proved. 
There has been an immense 


destruction 
of property in this State 


during the present 
Winter by over- 


flows, much ofwhich might have been 
prevented by the expenditure of a few 
thousand 
dollars on river channels. 


The serious obstructions to the naviga- 
tion of the Sacramento, 
San 
Joaquin 


and Feather 
rivers can 
be removed 


and 
channels 
made 
which will be 


amply sufficient for ordinary steamers 
at low stages of water. 
The flow of 


gravel from mines in the foothills and 
mountains 
which filled up our river 


beds 
has comparatively 
ceased, 
and 


improvements 
made on those channels 


now will be permanent. 
The appro- 


priations certainly are needed. 


San Francisco's 
Selfishness. 


Our personal knowledge 
enables 
us 


to say that tbe San Francisco 
Chroni- 


cle is a diligent and tireless 
gatherer 


of information, and 
we are willing to 


concede that it aims to make 
its col- 


umns a compendium 
of news from all 


parts of the State. But we are inclined 
to arraign it on a charge of manifest- 
ing a slight prejudice against 
South- 


ern California, and to assume 
that it 


partakes to a slight extent of the doc- 
trine held by a number of San Fran- 
cisco papers, 
that San Francisco is the 


Pnoifio Conet and 
Montgomery 
street 


the State of California. 
It was an old 


time theory that the country made the 
cities, but so many of our 
San 
Fran- 


cisco 
journalists 
have 
seen 
only so 


much ofthis State as their sleepy eyes 
could gather 
from the window of a 


Central Pacific car, that they imagine 
California is bounded by the Potrero, 
North Beach, Lone Mountain and the 
bay, and any proposition to inaugurate 
an enterprise outside of these 
bounda- 


ries is outside 
of the world to them, 


and if they say anything at all about 
it, itis to oppose it. 
The Chronicle is 


not guilty of all this. 
Its publish- 


ers are not wedded to the notion that 
the city makes the country, and they 
have editors and writers in their em- 
ploy who have seen the hills and 
val- 


leys of California. 
They know the 


country and they write intelligently 
concerning its resources 
and 
develop- 


ment. 
Yet in opposing 
aid 
to the 


Texas Pacific Road the Chronicle 
lays 


itself open 
to the suspicion 
of not 


fully understanding 
the 
wants 
of 


Southern 
California, or of yielding 


slightly to the prejudice against 
this 


part of tlie State. 
The argument, that 


because 
the Government 
subsidized 


one 
transcontinental 
road it should 


not 
assist 
in 
building 
another, 


is 
more 
logical 
than 
convincing, 


the construction 
of one road has fully 


demonstrated 
the 
necessity 
for 
an- 


other. 
The conclusion 
that if the 


Southern overland road is built by one 
company 
the trade of Arizona, which 


properly belongs to the Pacific Coast 
will be drawn Eastward, 
is only enti- 


tled to consideration 
on the assump- 


tion that the entire road will be built 
from the East to the West. We expect 
to remove 
this danger 
by requiring 


that road building shall commence 
on 


both sides of the continent aud stretch 
from East to West and from West to 
East 
until the connection 
shall 
be 


made in the middle of the nation. The 
Chronicle admits that ifSan Diego was 
its home, as San Francisco is, itwould 
see the Southern Overland project in a 
different light. This is a frank and 
honest acknowledgment, 
and the paper 


that can make it willfind no dfficulty 
inrecognizing, 
and itought to concede, 


the claims of the journals and people 
of Southern 
California. 
Referring to 


the fear that San Diego will divide tlie 
trade of San Francisco, 
the Chronicle 


does not hesitate 
to admit the selfish- 


ness 
of San Francisco. 
This admis- 


sion offers the Herald an opportunity 
to say that it is this innate and ever 
apparent 
selfishness 
of the great city 


that is impelling the interior of the 
State to seek other markets and to ask 
for the opening of other 
avenues 
of 


trade. 
It is thiß selfishness 
of San 


Francisco that gave birth to and fos- 
ters the desire to divide the State. 
It 


is this selfishness 
that will aid the
